W ashington 
City, July 9 .—The agricul­ 
tural co nventio n met at the department o f 
agriculture Wednesday mo rning, and was 
called to o rder by Co mmissio ner Co l man. 
A co mmittee o n credentials was appo inted, 
after which Co mmissio ner Co lman delivered 
an address. 
Co mmissio ner C-lman said tho general 
public was dissatisfied at the o utco me o f the 
agricultural co lleges, fo r which co ngress 
had made such magnificent land endo w­ 
ments. 
'ihe predo minant idea in co ngress 
was that o f interesting yo ung men in farm ­ 
ing o pt-ratio n* and in the fundamental prin­ 
ciples o f piunt culture. 
Facts were sub- , 
m itted to co ngress sho wing that the aver­ 
age o f yields was gradually diminishing in 
quantity, and that the so il was being rap­ 
idly exhausted o f plant fo o d. 
To arrest 
this so mewhat alarming tendency it was 
deemed advisable to enco urage institutio ns 
where 
the 
results 
o f 
scientific 
in­ 
vestigatio ns 
into 
vegetable 
physio lo gy 
wo uld 
be 
exemplified, 
a n d' 
their 
practical applicatio ns in fields and gardens 
clearly illustrated. 
The results had no t 
Leeu co mmensurate with public expecta­ 
tio ns. 
Co mplaint was made that co mpara­ 
tively few graduates beco me farmers, and 
the truth o f this must to so me extent be ad­ 
mitted. 
It wa» no t surprising, especially m 
cases where the maintenance o f the farm 
was no ted as a tax upo n the funds o f the 
co llege, that graduates sho uld avo id a call­ 
ing thus demo nstrated to be unpro fitable. 
After alluding in detail to so me o f the 
branches which sho uld be fu nd amen tall v 
taught in all agricultural co lleges, be re­ 
ferred at length to so me o f the o peratio ns 
and plans which might be carried o ut o n 
co llege farms, by the co llege faculties, and 
which wo uld be mo re particularly under 
the auspices o f the department o f agri­ 
culture. 
The peculiarities co nsequent upo n 
changing seed fro m o ne

mate to o thers were stro ngly suggestive 
that go o d wo uld result fro m a well-co n­ 
ducted series o f ex periments made o ver 
widely diversified climates and co nditio n*

taneo us test*, the so o ner co uld be tabulato r!

[Katherine Armstrong ia Lerr.orest's Monthly,} 
I havo fou nd a good su bstitu te 
for binding 
paper lot k*; bu rlap, wetted and shru nk, 
then stitched over pasteboard covers which 
Lave been lined with a pretty marble paper, 
such as the bookbinders u se. 
An awl, like a 
long, slender, steel stilleto, will pierce two 
or three jamphlets which are desired to bind 
together, and these can be fasten» i by two 
stitches thu s, ---- | — , by strong linen 
threa I. 
Then, ou tside, a dark blu e or green 
may be u sed as a fastening and fashioned in 
a plain knot, and finiihed by fasteu ing the 
ends of tape with a seal in red or green wax, 
the device fancied by the owner, or, per* 
haps > me family seal. 
The bu rlap can be varnished with copal 
vu rrmh if preferred, bu t wetting it—not too 
wwt, bu t with a sponge—and shrinking it 
slightly will give more firmness to the cov-- 


anll it will be found quaint, protty and dur­ 
able.

Tho vase mu st bo soaked tiDder water for 
at least tw elve hou r» , then as soon as taken 
ou t of the water, and while it is still wet, 
« over it with tho seed (which is su pplied with 
the vase) by sprinkling it on, taking care not 
to leave 
any part u u coTered; then at once 
fill it with water and every morning refill it 
it the water be decreasing. 
In a few days the va« e will be covered 
with a beau tifu l green foliage. 
Thi« is very 
effective, making a handsome ornament
